Germans Rou^the British With Heavy 


Losses on Both Sides in Two Days

cerning the boxing game was given 
by Assemblyman A. J. Hedding, au- 
thor of the athletic commission law, 
when the Scott 
bill 
abolishing the 
commission was heard by the senate 
state affairs committee yesterday. 
A 
similar bill was recently killed in the 
assembly. Hedding was subjected to 
a variety of questions, from the dis- 
tinctions between boxing and prize- 
fighting to the frequency o£ a b'oody 
nose. 


In explaining his bill Senator Scott 


justified it on moral grounds, and said 
it was a disgrace to the state of Wis- 
consin to legalize ring fighting. In- 
stead of keeping it clean, he said, the 
sport had gradually drifted the other 
way. He said he offered the bill on 
request. .He said, it was wrong in 
principle and gave one more betting 
chance'for sports.

SOCIALISTIC TURN 


FOLLOWS SUFFRAGE 


In Norway 
After Women and- All 


Men Given Right to Vote.— 


Socialists Gain Much 


Advantage, 


[BV ASSOC.IATtU TRESS.] 


Christiania, April 21.—Since Nor- 
way has given 
every adult woman 


and man the right to vote, legisla- 


i tion. is- declared to have taken a re- 


I markably Socialistic turn, although 
! the Socialist party, except in special 
; industrial centers, does not count a 
1 majority of the voters. 
In Parliament the Radicals are in 
majority, and in connection with the 
Socialistic faction, they have such an 
overwhelming force that the Conser- 
vatives have no say at all. The pres- 
ent legislation 
is 
characteristic of 
Norwegian socialistic theories, which, 
in many respects, are quite different 
from those in other countries. 
For 
instance, the legislature, with a large 
majority, has- passed a law by which 
illegitimate children are to be placed 
in the same class as legitimate chil- 
dren, in relation to the father. 
The 
slogan is "same right for illegitimate 
children as for legitimate children" 
One section provides 
that 
illegiti- 
mate offspring shall have full right 


I to take the name of the father; an- 
i other gives them equal rights in the 
1 matter of inheritance. 


Upon a man's death, for instance, 
an illegitimate son, perhaps 
born 
long before 
the man was married 
can break into the bereaved family 
and, according to the new law, take 
the dead man's name and demand his 
share of the estate. At the 
same 
time, if a man who has an illegiti- 
mate child 
wants to take the child 
into his family, the child's 
mother 
may prevent it, if it is her wish. On- 


i ponents of the 
new 
law have con- 
tended that it will tempt 
immoral 
women to look for rich fathers for 
illegitimate offspring. 
The 
propon- 
ents of the law assert that the "old" 
fashioned 
legal matrimony must be 
replaced -by the full love connections 
between "soul affinities." 
In aJl reformatory bills before the 
legislature 
the 
socialistic ones are 
leading. 
O.ne bill proposes to make 
away with all private schools and col- 
leges, since the laboring man cannot 
afford 
to 
send their children into 
these schools.

an address to the men of Bronson and 
the surrounding country one Sunday 
afternoon.

ten thousand men being massed to- 
gether in the most wonderful religious 
service ever held in all Michigan. In 
the choir loft there ' were-fully one 
thousand more men and boys. It was 
after three weeks of hard campaign- 
ing, during which Mr. Sunday had 
preached as no one ever preached be- 
fore in Eronson. He had denounced 
Bin. hypocrisy, ungodliness and every 
form of evil in a terr!3c manner, usiug 
at times n vocabulary of his own. He 
pictured the results of infidelity with 
unsparing vividness. But'he bad kept 
his great audiences night after night 
in good humor and he carried public 
sentiment with him in a manner tbat 
amazed such men as Bud McCrea and 
Mr. Graham. In his pictures of heaven 
and in his descriptions of hell the 
evangelist became a tragedian and the 
people rejoiced and trembled in turn.

Gregory, who had attended the meet- 
ing for the flrst time that afternoon. 


"I know the fellows who will find 


fault with my talk today," continued 
Billy Sunday. "Every fellow that is 
not toting square, every fellow who la 
lecherous, false, dishonest and mean 
will go away from here and cuss me, 
but you men who believe in what is 
right and who want to see Bronson 
cleaned up, you men who are trying to 
live tbe right kind of a life. I know you 
are with me. I don't expect to please 
either fools or rascals, and I never 
try to. 


"Christianity appeals to strong men," 


he shouted. "It is the weak man who 
is the sinner. Sin is too much for him. 
The Gospel makes the weak strong." 


Many of the older men in the audi- 


ence could well remember when the 
speaker's name appeared daily In the 
papers as the fastest runner in one of 
the champion baseball teams in Amer- 
ica over twenty years before, and their 
interest was Intense as the former ball 
player referred to his life on the dia- 
mond. , 
- 


"When I was playing ban," he said 


in colloquial tones. "I could run one 
hundred yards in ten seconds. I made 
the circuit of the bases in fourteen sec- 
onds. After I became'a Christian I 
was just ai good a ball player as be- 
fore." 


The audience was now completely 


under the power of the evangelist'^ 
personality, and he became more, per- 
sonal in his address. 


""What a»e you living for?" he asked. 


"Some of you are living for money, 
and I hare no objection to wealth. If It 
is honestly acquired, but remember 
this, gentlemen, there will be.no poci- 
ets in yoiJt shrouds and if there were 
your arms would be too stiff to get 
your hands Into them.

cried Mr. Sunday. Here the speaker 
launched Into a discussion of the so- 
cial evil and of Its effects on society. 
He made a strong plea for a single 
standard of morals. "You cowardly, 
contemptible young hound!" he shout- 
ed, directing his attention to a crowd 
of younger men. "You betray the trust 
of an innocent young girl, and society 
still recognizes you, while the umpire 
shouts, 'The girl Is out.' I tell you it 
floes not make- any difference to God 
whether you wear a plug hat or a hair- 
pin. 
It makes no difference to him

Mr. Sunday then turned his attention 


to the liquor business and attacked the 
open saloon in vigorous words. 


"The saloons of Bronson," he ex-

they are the breeding places of crime 
and pauperism; .they are the nesting 
places of anarchy and the incubators 
of lawlessness.

One season we pluyed all year 
with eleven men. It Is over twenty 
years ago now," he continued, while 
the audience bent forward to hear him 
speak. "The team was In Chicago. It 
was Sunday afternoon and I was with 
a company of ball players who were 
then famous throughout the world.^We 
went into a saloon. After coming out 
we walked to the corner of State and 
Madison streets and sat down on tbe 
curbing. Across the street a company 
of men and women were playing on 
horns, flutes and slide trombones and 
some others 
were singing gospel 


hymns. They were the very hymns I 
used to hear my mother sing back In 
the log cabin In Iowa when I was a 
child. They were the songs I used to 
sing myself in the Sunday school back 
In the old church." 


There were tears In the eyes of the 


evangelist and his voice was tender as 
he spoke. Thousands of men looked 
at the speaker through dimmed eye* 
and the silence in tbe tabernacle was 
profound. 


"I listened," continued the ex-cham-

wag on his feet They sang a hymn, 
and as they sang the evangelist plead 
with the men. to come forward and do 
as he had done twenty years before 
and more in Chicago. 


"Who will be the first to step out be- 


fore this host of men and declare him- 
self a Christian?" shouted tbe evan- 
gelist 


In a moment Reginald Nelson step- 


ped from the press table to the saw- 
dust floor and made his way over to 
where Mr. Sunday was standing. As 
Reginald did so he caught sight of 
Thomas Marchmount walking down 
the aisle, and the two men approached 
the evangelist together, who greeted 
them with a fervent "Thank God.' 
As the editor and city reporter of 
the Courier were recognized a round 
of applause arose, and others began 
to stream towyrd the front 
Among 


them was Edgar Prince, one of the 
largest manufacturers 
of Bronson. 


The sight of their employer "hitting 
the sawdust trail" stirred up scores of 
the employees In his factory to follow 
his example, and the front of the tab- 
ernacle was soon filled with the peni- 
tents. 


"This means a new Bronson," cried 


Billy Sunday, as he saw the wave of 
spiritual power sweeping over the 
audience, and men yielding to Jesus 
Christ in hundreds.

AID PLANTS BY PLECTHdTY 


experiments Show Spinach, Strawber- 


ries, Peas, Etc., Both Better and 


v Earlier Than Others. 


Electric agriculture is now attract- 


ing a great deal of attention, and the 
simple system devised by M. Basty 
should be worth further Investigation. 
It consists of standing upright In the 
ground In the neighborhood of tne 
plants thin jron rods provided witli 
noncorrosible points. 
The rods may 


be_ about six feet long for cereals and 
about one inch diameter. The theory 
Is that these rods cause discharge 
from their points, and create electric 
oscillations In the ground which bene- 
fit the plants. 


M. Basty showed at a recent exhi- 


bition a number of plants rajeed In 
this way, spinach, strawberries, green 
peas, etc., which were both earlier 
and better than others grown in the 
ordinary-way in neighboring plots. It 
would be interesting to know If tbe 
chemical effect of the iron had any- 
thing to do with the-results.

"Referring to the accounts receiv-

dealing in the pasl. Suitable blanks 
should be furnished the salesmen for 
this purpose, and sent in accompany- 
ing all orders. By making use of this 
information, a far more satisfactory 
basis for credit may be had. 
"Collections should be enforced far 
moro systematically than 
lias been 
the practice in the past. Under no 
circumstances should accounts and 
notes be allowed to run 
from season 
to season, and from year to year -with- 
out steps being taken to effect collec- 
tions. 


While discussing collections, I ob- 
served during the 
course of the in- 
vestigation that remittances are habit- 
ually being allowed to accumulate as 
a result of which checks are deposit- 
ed only or.ce a week. This is a very 
unsatisfactory 
condition of 
affairs, 
which should be remedied without de- 
lay. 


"Co-operation. At the present time 
there does not seem to 
obtain the 
proper 
co-operation 
between 
the 
Board of Control 
and the Warden, 
which reflects not only to the disad- 
vantages 
of the 
operation 
of the 
Twine Plant, but the whole institution 
as well. The spirit of discord is ram- 
pant throughout the prison proper and 
the Twine Plant, and until this condi-
